Duck culture as a business proposition 


is not fco simple as it neems. To one at 
all ox pert in this line the hatching and 
roaring of ducks are a comparatively sim- 
ple matter, :md there is a chance to figure 
out what the product will be from a giv- 
on number of eggs. In this respect'there 
Is « difference between ducks nnd elm-k- 
ens, for a certain perrcntnge of ducks can 
be raised and marketed under given con- 
ditions. 


Through the eastern st«tcs there nre 


many largo plants devoted entirely to the 
rearing nt' ducks. One man, a pioneer in 
the business keeps 2,000 breeding ducks 
in sloi'k at all times and has each one as 
nour :i perfect .specimen of its kind as can 
be found. One of the largest plants turns 
out about 50,000 ducks annually, and in 
the height of tho killing season it is no ex- 
aggerntion to say the feathers fnirly fly 
on tbis place. In this plunt the number 
of ducks, that will bo sent to market can 
be ostinwfed from the first few batches 
made curly in the season, as> the propor- 
tion of duckb hatched to tbe number of 
CKK& placed in the incubators xvill be 
maintained throughout tho season. 


Iu market ducks the bip white Pekins 


find tho greatest favor. The 1'ckin is a 
hummer in the way of a mnrkot duck, a«i 
it grows riijjiilly and is hardy and white, 
which makes it pick clean and UK foath- 
cis salable. A good price ib paid for duck 
fi-athers.

ihiek shortly lifter hatching. 


A chick that cannot work itself out of 


the shell iu short older is wit worth both- 
ering with, while a duck that is helped 
out of the t-hell is just as good as out- 
that scrambles out without assistance. 


When the durUiug in ready to hatch, 


it tajis a small hole m tho shell and then 
stops to ((insider if it is worth \\hile to 
do any inoie than tint. 
It lies in the 


bell for a day without inakiug any fnr- 
thi r ofi'oit to get out and hero is beset 
w i t h its first danger de.ith by drowning. 
It si ems ndd to think that a duck would 
lie in such an ignominious way, but pl'ac- 
l u a l i>oulti> UH'ii Kimw that it is a danger 
that makes a diffoiencc on tlie wrong 
Pide of the lodgi.T if It iMi't guarded 
against, which is sin easy matter. 


When the duck has tripped a hole in tho 


shell, it lies on its bnck if it is a well be- 
haved youngster. 
Koine of thorn. are un- 


nily, and they turn tho egg over until tho 
hole in tho shell is beneath them. 
This 


wouldn't niatier were it not for tho fact 
that tbo duckling has its bill pressed 
against the opening in order to gel 
air. 


When tho ogg IH turned over, the fluid rc- 
mnining in the shell flows to the opening, 
fills the tiny bill and the opening at (ho 
snmo time, and the foolish duckling chokes 
to donth, unless some one happens along 
nnd turns tho right side of the egg up- 
waid. 


If tho duck doesn't comu out of the egg 


in proper time, the poultryinaa takes it 
out of the incubator and examines it. He 
breaks away part of the shell, being caie- 
ful to rupture no Wood vessels in the 
duckling, inserts a finger into the shell 
and yanks the duckling's bead out. 
If 


ducklings can express their feelings, they 
nre certainly pleased when this operation 
is performed. 


Tbo ducklings, which look like so many 


fluffy golden balls, arc left in tho incu- 
bator to dry off, during which timo they 
nre as lively an crickets. They run nnd 
hop about, bump into each other and are 
continually searching for something to 
oat. From tho first they arc fed a com- 
bination of grains, with a laige propor- 
tion of meat. The more meat they 
get, 


within reasonable bounds, the hotter they 
will thrive. 
With a proper degree of 


boat and suitable food not more than 2 
per cent ought to bo lost. 


But, above nil things, they must be 


kept away from water. It they are al- 
lowed to paddlo in or run through water, 
they \vill certainly die or be so badly 
crippled that they will not be available 
for market. 


They are allowed to drink only when 


eating, nud then the water is absolutely 
necessary. Without it the clucks cannot 
get tho food down their throats. They 
fill their bills with food, into which suffi- 
cient-grit has boon placed to fit out their 
iligostive apparatus, and then try to gulp 
it down. The food is always moist, but 
they cnnnot force it clown until they have 
run over to a fountain ami washed it 
down with a swallow of water. 
They 


hlop the water all nronnd their quarters, 
into which dry earth must be placed fre- 
quently In order to keep down the damp 
T10HS. 


While the rearing of ducks is simple 


enough, ns hns boon said, it is another 
matter to make n good profit out of them 
They oat > Graciously nnd must be klllet 
at a certain timo to pick properly. 


For the iirst few weeks of early spring 


they bring good prices, nftcr which the 
price depends on the supply nnd demand 
One Bonson, for instance, the first con 
signtncrits'of broilers brought in New- 
York city 50 cents a pound at wholesale 
In n short time the price tumbled until 1 
pot down to 11 cents a pound, nnd there 
vms no money in it nt <he latter figure.—

The cork forests of Spain cover an area 


of 020,000 square miles, producing the 
hnest ,-ork in the world. These forests 
exist iu groups and cover wide belts of 
territory, those in the region of Catalonia 
aud part of Barcelona being considered 
the first in importance. 
Although 
the 


cork forests of Estreuuidura and Anda- 
lusia jield cork of u much quicker growth 
und possessing some excellent qualities 
its consistency is lets rigid, aud on this 
account it does not enjoy the high repu- 
tation w hich the cork of Catalonia does. 


In Spain and Portugal, where the cork 


tree, or Quereas sub«r, is indigenous, it 
attains to u height vary ing from ',& to GO 
feet and the trunk to u diameter of ISO to i 
o(> inches. This species of the evergreen 
oak is often heavily caparisoned with 
wide spieading branches, clothed with 
o\ate oblong evergreen leaves, downy un- 
derneath and the leaves slightly serrated.

The squares are usually boiled 
for about a quarter of an hour. They 
arc then deposited in a cool place, and 
four or five days afterward they are sort- 
ed and kept dump until required. 


Machines are also employed to make 


corks, nnd nil consist, nt the base, of n 
knife, the blade of which Is placed hori- 
zontally, joined generally to a piece of 
wood, to which a backward and forward 
movement is given similar to that of a 
carpenter's plane. 
In moving, the knife 


turns tho square cork, which, being at- 
tacked by the knife, takes off a strip of 
e<srk more or less thick, nccording to tbe 
distance from the axle of the cork to the 
edge of the knife. It these nre parallel, 
the result is that the cork is cylindrical,
